Allowable Subject Matter

but indicated as otherwise including allowable subject matter, have been amended to be 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claims from which tliey 
respectively depend. Specifically, claim 16 has been amended to incorporate Ihe 
limitations of former pending and herein canceled claim 13. Similarly, claim 37 has hi\m 
amended to incorporate the limitations of former pending and herein canceled claim ^5. 
No new matter has been added by these amendments. Accordingly, amended claims 16 
and 37 are believed to be allowable.

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 13, 25, 27, 35, and 44 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 ^) 
as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,206, 677 to Qnuki et al. 

While Applicant respectfiilly disagrees with the characterization of :he 
pending claims and of the teachings attributed to the prior art in the stated rejections, ;=iid 
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respectfully traverses these rejections, in order to expedite allowance, rejected claims :.3,

their rejection moot. Applicant none-the-less reserves the right to pursue these cancel sd 
claims in a continuing application. Accordingly Applicant respectfully requests tl lat 
these rejections be withdrawn.
